after their condition, their intel- 
ligence or their previoua stand- 
ing in earthly association. This 
feature ot equal recognition of 
all, is the highest oharacterietic 
that any pbilanthropio heart or 
religious iuatitutiou can mani 
test ; and it was ao ordered' that 
even the wayfaring fool should 
not be excluded from the way of 
righteouanesa nor allowed to err 
therein, should he poaeeaa the 
emential qualities of faith and 
love, the two virtues which 
prompt to an obedience of si I the 
commandments purely dirine 
and to works of righteousneee. 
Faith comes by hearing, and the 
most ignorant n^an who is phy- 
sically competent, can hear and 
can believe. The man who be- 
lieves ui (iod has faith in Uim, 
and that faith is trom God, as 
noonacanoome to the Father 
except the Father draws him ; 
and no roan can have true faith 
without being drawD. There- 
fore the ignorant man who is 
drawn to the Father and loves 
him, will continue in ths Way 
aud shall not err, in the sense, to 
involve, ODK.promise or dtatroy 
fais Hgbt and title to eternal life. 

tiod does not demand that the 
untutored, ignorant shall under- 
stand all about Theisnui Moui- 
theitoi, anti-Theiam, Arianism, 
Pelagianism, Neoeasariani sm, 
Armeuianism, Oalranism, tran 
subitantjation, oonsubstantiation 
and doctrines of infailibtlity, to 
walk in the light that leads to 
eternal day.

that highway of the Lord, and 
to be among the number who 
will rise up in the judgment aud 
condemn the generation ol vi- 
pers, who, in their lives, resisted 
the pleadings of the good Spirit 
and lifted themselves above the 
protesaioB of the faith that was 
foretold in words of prophetic 
beauty, aud established by sigus 
and remarkable miracles. 

The way of holiness is easy to 
lind and easy to travel iu , but 
this does not say that the scrip- 
tures are easily understood, and 
that intelligent people and 
preachers should be ignorant 
concerning what is coutained in 
the scriptures. The man who 
has no talent is not expected to 
return much. Uespousibility be- 
longs to the aide of power and 
ability, and the more a man has 
of these the severer will be the 
judgment thai he must pass when 
the day of reckoniug is al haud.
